DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt of the Remarks filed 06/1 1/2009 in response to the Notice of Non-Compliant 
Amendment mailed 05 14, 2009 are acknowledged. Claims 56-58, 60-61, 63-64, 66-71, 73, 81- 
84 and 86-92 are pending in the application and are presented to be examined upon their merits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 56-58, 60-61, 63-64, 66-71, 73, 81-84 and 86-92 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record was KRAVITZ (US 6,029,150) and WALKER (US 5,794,207). KRAVITZ discloses 
a computer-implemented method and computer readable medium for reducing e-commerce 
fraud. In an embodiment of the KRAVITZ invention, an electronic commerce system consists of 
one or more customer transfer applications (CTAs) which performs a check that the CTA has 
not been apprised that the designated merchant is not currently in good standing (see KRAVITZ, 
column 13, lines 1-2). Moreover, KRAVITZ describes a merchant website that is used by the 
merchant to provide certified quotes for goods for sale by the merchant which is verified by the 
customer network software, (see KRAVITZ, column 25, lines 32-55). 

WALKER discloses a method and apparatus which allows bilateral buyer driven 
commerce over the Internet via a conditional purchase offer. WALKER discloses that conditions 
may be given value points, scored and ranked against the merchant offers (see WALKER, 
column 16, lines 12-44). 

Both KRAVITZ and WALKER, separately or in combination fail to disclose "performing 
an automated fraud check of at least the seller... performing the automatic fraud check comprises 
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using a risk score to assess a risk associated with the transaction" Thus the aforementioned 
claims are allowable.
